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# Beauty in the Dark 


I bought three nit* clumps some 
year* ago for 50 cent* each and they 
have been lifted and divided twice 
now giiing me about a dozen plants. 

There is an old-fashioned flower, 
not grown as much today as it de¬ 
serves. . called tradescantla. named 
after John Tradescant. gardener to 
Charles I of England This “spider- 
wort." as It Is nicknamed, has no ob¬ 
jection to a sunless condition as long 
as U gets plenty of moisture, and is 
an ideal plant for these “difficult” 
conditions. -i

In practically every long-estpb- 
llshed garden there will be some 
shade trees and. wherever there are 
shade tree*, there vriH be odd cor¬ 
ners which get little or no direct sun¬ 
shine for the better part of the day. 
As the best-loved and more familiar 
plants refuse to grow under such 
conditions, these spots are often writ¬ 
ten off as hopeleaa and left barren 
and unlovely. 

What, you may ask. can be grown 
In a damp and practically sunless 
position, outside of ferns and mas- 
quitoes? 

Well, there' are a few — not 
many — plants which will make a 
showing In such spots Some great 
beauties are among them, which not 
only will endure the sunless state but 
also will actually thrive under these 
conditions. All they ask ts that the 
fertility and texture of the soil be 
kept up to a reasonable standard. 


brightened up the whole dismal cor¬ 
ner The plants are reasonable In 
prtie — If 1 remember correctly, 
mine cost me XI cents each. 

The hemerncallis or day Illy Is 
another good-natured, easy going 
plant which doesn't seem to mind 
very' much where yoli plant It. thriv¬ 
ing equally well In full sun or shade. 


It Isn't much good as a cut flower 
for the house, as each Individual 
hloom lasts for only a single day; 
but. as each stem produces quite a 
few buds, the plants manage to keep 
a constant succession of flowers com¬ 
ing along and their brilliant colors 
are ideal for lighting up a dull spot 
In the garden. 

At one time, about the only day 
Illy you ever saw was Flava, a pale 
yellow variety. About 15 years ago. 
though, Dr. A. B. Stout, then curator 
of the New York botanical garden, 
became Interested In the day lily, and 
the result of his breeding experi¬ 
ment* wax a minor population ex¬ 
plosion of new varieties. The Russell 
Day Lily Ranch In Texas, for in¬ 
stance. grows these plants by the 
square mile and offers over 250 dif¬ 
ferent varieties snd colon. 

Local nurseries can supply day 
lilies for around .15 iwnl* per plant - 
perhaps a bit more for the newer 
named varieties. 


A Junior member of the trades- 
rantla family Is the little houseplant 
vine we call Wandering Jew. and 
anyone who has grown this tough 
little trailer must have noticed how 
It ran thrive under the moot appal¬ 
ling conditions — poor light, neglect. 
Irregular watering — and this ex¬ 
traordinary will to-live shows up In 
the larger and more floriferous mem- 
ben of the family. 

In my last home, I had onr shady 
corner where coat ashes had been 
dumped for yean before I took over. 
Even after chopping peat moss Into 
the ashes to modify them. I couldn't 
get much to grow until I popped In 
a few spiderwort plants. Within a 
single season they had taken over 
the whole bed and. as thr foliage Is 
Just as attractive as the flowers, they

Unemployment is No. 1 Obstacle 
to Canada's National Progress

No one expects that the stark hunger and desperate privation 
of the “dirty thirties" can ever recur in Canada. The Bennett 
Buggies” and soup kitchens of that great unemployment crisis in 
the previous Tory regime were symptoms of a social disease for 
which partial remedies, such as unemployment insurance have 
been developed.

THE CROWNING TOUCH-DEVALUATION 

While the Tories are boasting about the Impetus that devalua¬ 
tion will give the sales of Canadian products abroad — at cheaper 
prices, of course — they forget to mention two facts:
